Arubans have a special 
relationship with the place 
they call home and La Cabana 
Beach & Racquet Club has 
been celebrating Earth Week 
by paying homage to the 


land, the flora, fauna and the 
environment in its totality. 

The lunch-bag lecture 
regarding Arubans and their 
land provided many tips as 
to how to prepare the soil and 
what to plant in order to grow 
a lovely vegetable garden. 
Pictures here, the Tamarijn gets 
a nice garden section to call 
its home, and the associates 
getting a bit of an agricultural 
education. 
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Israel has just turned 61. Faced 
with innumerable challenges and 
hostile neighbors she 
looks, amazingly, fresher than 
ever. Her 4000 years of history 
have only made her wiser, not 
older.In the tense spring of 
1948 Ben Gurion declared the 
independence of the State of 
Israel. Few thought it would live 
long for five Arab armies were 
waiting to declare war against it. 
In the new nation and around 
the world Jews celebrated. 
Their journey had been long and 
arduous, marked by genocide 
and persecution, countless 
pogroms, the Holocaust, and 
rampant antisemitism. A couple 
of hours after the declaration war 
started. It cost many Jewish lives. 
Incredibly, without a regular 
army and few weapons, Israel 
was victorious. 

The piece of land that the Jews 
got after the UN partition was 
barren and dry, the countless 
millions of Arabs who were 
Israel’s neighbors had vowed 
to “throw them to the sea”. The 
new immigrants came from all 
over the world with different 
backgrounds, many were 
Holocaust survivors. They spoke 
eighty two different languages 
but Hebrew was revived and 
became the unifying language. 
Together with the Israelis that 
were already there they built, they 
created with great ingenuity. 
They transformed the desert into 
a rich land, green and yielding 
abundant produce. 

They were able to create 
a complex parliamentary 
democracy where in the Knesset 
(Parliament) Jews sit together 
with Muslims and Druse and are 
able to express themselves freely, 
a rarity in the many dictatorial 
nations of the Middle East. 

Their very disciplined army is 
subordinate to civilian authority 
and when they have to fight an 
unwanted war their officers risk 
their lives together with their 
soldiers in the front lines. 

It is good to feel proud of 
significant achievements. In 
this tiny country of 20,000 Km2 
with seven million inhabitants so 
much has been accomplished! 
Woven in the intricate tapestry 
of new immigrants there was 
abundant genius and creativity. 
Israelis are highly educated and 
excel at medicine, scientific 
research, hi-tech, agriculture, 
combating desertification, etc. 
They share their knowledge 
and advancements with less 
developed nations and are the first 
to send medical and emergency 


teams to countries where disaster 
has struck. 

Too little is known about 
this nation and its incredible 
accomplishments. The 

international press does its best 
to show it in a negative light, and 
the biased reporting flourishes. 
However, recently the UN 
department that measures Human 
Development ranked Israel next 
to Germany among the thirty 
leading nations of the world. It 


has a per capita of $29,000 a year 
and is working to close the gap 
between the middle class and the 
less privileged. 

Israel’s economy is very strong and 
many multinational corporations, 
like for instance Microsoft, have 
important branches there. 

The Government consistently 
supports research projects and

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LET’S MESS WITH TEXAS 


DALLAS — Rush Limbaugh, the entertainer, 
announced the other day that he was moving out 
of New York City because New York Gov. David 
Paterson proposed higher state taxes on the rich. 
Paterson reacted by saying that if he had known 
Limbaugh would go, he would have proposed the 
tax a long time ago. 

I had about the same reaction when Texas Gov. 
Rick Perry began babbling about the Lone Star 
State seceding from the United States. His rebel 
yell prompted a scene that may not be remembered 
as long as the Alamo, but should be. There were a 
few dozen of Perry’s constituents waving “Secede 
Now” signs in one hand and American flags in the 
other. 

Perry, who had his facts and history all wrong - 
- practically a given for Texas politicians — was 
reacting to his own interpretation of President 
Obama’s stimulus packages. What made him 
maddest was that the federal plan would have 
given unemployed Texans more money than the 
state gives them now. Then he got even madder 
when Democrats and other Republicans — Perry 
is a Republican — joined together to override his 
veto of that part of the Obama package of state 
aid. 

“Texas is a unique place,” he shouted. No argument 
there. “When we came into the Union in 1845, one 
of the issues was that we would be able to leave if 


we decided to do that.” 

Wrong! In that respect, Texas is the same as every 
other state. In fact, if you remember, Texas did 
secede, or tried to, once before. That was in 1861, 
The War Between the States and all that. 

Perry is not alone. In a quick state poll published 
by The Dallas Morning News, almost one in five 
Texans said they would vote for secession if they 
were given the chance. One of them was that great 
Texan (and American) Tom DeLay, who brought 
so much honor to the state during his years in 
Congress. DeLay praised Perry for upholding 
Texas “sovereignty.” The editor of D Magazine, 
Wick Allison, complained in an editorial that the 
national recession was far worse than Dallas’ 
economic problems, and why should relatively 
prosperous Texans help Americans who did not 
help them during a local slump in housing prices 
from 1987 to 1994. 

“Now the rest of the country has decided to drag 
us down with it,” wrote Allison. “I find that more 
than a little irritating.” 

As for local Democrats, they are having some 
fun with such talk. Said state representative Jim 
Dunnam of Waco: “Talk of secession is an attack 
on our country. It can be nothing else. It is the 
ultimate anti-American statement.” 

Both Democrats and newspapers are saying that 


what Perry is really afraid of is not the United 
States but only one woman in it, Sen. Kay Bailey 
Hutchison, who has been talking about challenging 
him in the Republican primary for governor next 
year. He has been calling the lady a “Washington 
insider,” ordinary stuff like that, but now maybe 
he intends to attack her as “an American.” This 
is a state, after all, that booted its founder, Sam 
Houston, out of the governor’s office because he 
suggested back in 1861 that it might not be such a 
good idea to take on the entire United States. 

However serious Perry is, maybe the rest of us 
should take him at his word. Let Texas secede, 
keep its death sentences and become a buffer state 
between the drug wars of Mexico and the drug 
users of the United States. People like me with 
family in Texas will be bothered by getting visas 
to visit our own. But, presumably, anyone with 
half a brain will be heading north. We’ll have a 
whole new illegal immigrant problem, Texans. 
Well, maybe we’ll just have to build another 
border fence to keep them out. 

Actually, what I regret about this messing with 
Texas is that it’s just too late. If it had happened 
a few years ago, the rest of us, loyal Americans, 
would have been spared George W. Bush. He would 
have been president of the Republic of Texas. You 
can imagine the shape the former state would be 
in after its pre-emptive invasion of Mexico.

U.S. responding as if swine flu will 

be pandemic

WASHINGTON - Confirming at least 
40 cases of swine flu in the U.S., the 
Obama administration said Monday it was 
responding aggressively as if the outbreak 
would spread into a full pandemic. Officials 
urged Americans against most travel to 
Mexico as the virus that began there spread 
to the United States and beyond. 

President Barack Obama urged calm, saying 
there was reason for concern but not yet “a 
cause for alarm.” 

Yet just in case, administration officials said 
that they were already waging a vigorous 
campaign of prevention, unsure of the 
outbreak’s severity or where it would show 
up next. 

U. S. customs officials began checking people 
entering U.S. territory. Millions of doses 
of flu-fighting medications from a federal 
stockpile were on their way to states, with 
priority given to the five already affected 
and to border states. Federal agencies were 
conferring with state and international 
governments. 

“We want to make sure that we have 
equipment where it needs to be, people 
where they need to be and, most important, 
information shared at all levels,” Janet 
Napolitano, head of the Homeland Security 


Department, told reporters. 

Her briefing came shortly before the World 
Health Organization raised the severity of 
its pandemic alert level to four from three 
on a six-point scale. Level four means there 
is sustained human-to-human spread in at 
least one country. Level six is a full-fledged 
pandemic, an epidemic that has spread to a 
wide geographic area. 

“We are proceeding as if we are preparatory 
to a full pandemic,” Napolitano said. 

She said travel warnings for trips to Mexico 
would remain in place as long as swine flu 
is detected. 

Dr. Richard Besser, acting director of the 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, 
said that so far the disease in the United 
States seemed less severe than the outbreak 
in Mexico, where more than 1,600 cases 
had been reported and where the suspected 
death toll had climbed to 149. No deaths 
had been reported in the U.S, and only one 
hospitalization. 

“I wouldn’t be overly reassured by that,” 
Besser told reporters at CDC’s headquarters 
in Atlanta. He raised the possibility of more 
severe cases — and deaths — in the United 
States. 

A European Union official warned against 
travel to parts of the U.S. as well as Mexico, 
but Besser said that seemed unwarranted.

Robert A. Wood said the EU 
commissioner’s remarks were 
his “personal opinion,” not an 
official position, and thus the 
department had no comment.

The U.S. stepped up checks 
of people entering the country 
by air, land and sea and issued 
a new U.S. travel advisory 
suggesting “nonessential 
travel to Mexico be avoided.” 
The confirmed cases 


announced on Monday were 
double the 20 earlier reported 
by the CDC. Besser said this 
was due to further testing 
— not further spreading of 
the virus — in New York at a 
school in Queens, bringing the 
New York total to 28. 

The CDC reported 40 cases: 
28 in New York, seven in 
California, two in Texas, two 
in Kansas and one in Ohio. 
Other information suggested 
three cases in Texas and eight 
in California, bringing the 
total to 42. 

Besser said other cases have 
been reported in Ohio, Kansas, 
Texas and California. He said 
that, of the 40 cases, only one 
person has been hospitalized 
and all have recovered. 
Countries across the globe 
increased their vigilance amid 
increasing worries about a 
worldwide pandemic. Obama 
told a gathering of scientists 
that his administration’s 
Department of Health and 
Human Services had declared 
a public health emergency “as 
a precautionary tool to ensure 


that we have the resources we 
need at our disposal to respond 
quickly and effectively.” 

“This is obviously a cause 
for concern and requires a 
heightened state of alert, but 
it’s not a cause for alarm,” 
Obama said. He said he was 
getting regular updates. 

The Senate has yet to confirm 
a secretary of human services, 
a surgeon general or a director 
of CDC. The absence of 
those officials left Besser and 
Napolitano to brief reporters 
on the swine flu outbreak. 

The quickening pace of 
developments in the United 
States in response to the 
spreading new flu strain was 
accompanied by a host of 
varying responses around the 
world. 

Mexico, at the center of the 
outbreak, suspended schools 
nationwide. China, Taiwan and 
Russia considered quarantines, 
and several Asian countries 
scrutinized visitors arriving at 
their airports. 

U.S. customs officials began 
checking people entering U.S. 


territory. Officers at airports, 
seaports and border crossings 
were watching for signs of 
illness, said Customs and 
Border Protection spokesman 
Lloyd Easterling. 

While “the borders are open,” 
Easterling said officials were 
“taking a second look at folks 
who may be displaying a 
symptom of illness.” 

If a traveler reports not feeling 
well, the person will be 
questioned about symptoms 
and, if necessary, referred to 
a CDC official for additional 
screening, Easterling said. The 
customs officials were wearing 
personal protective gear, such 
as gloves and masks, he said. 
The CDC can send someone 
to the hospital if they suspect 
a case, but no one is being 
refused entry. Also, the CDC 
is readying “yellow cards” 
with disease information for 
travelers, in case they later 
experience symptoms. The 
border monitoring resembles 
that done during the SARS 
epidemic earlier in the 
decade.

“It’s not very romantic is it?”

Esperanaza, 62, and plans 
to marry her partner of nine 
years, Vicky Esperanaza, 54, 
in October. 

Alicia Zacher, 24, and Jessica 
Roach, 22, both of Des 
Moines, said they had a 4 p.m. 
appointment to get married 
if they could get a waiver. 
They said they wanted to get 
married as soon as possible 
after seeing how California 
voters reinstated a ban on 
same-sex marriage. 

“You just never know when 
they’ll try to take it away,” 
Roach said. 

A handful of Iowa’s largest 
counties saw an initial rush, 
but foot traffic from same-sex 
couples began to slow toward 
midmorning.

opened, and more were slowly 
trickling in.

Vargas said three same-sex 
couples applied for a marriage 
license by midday on Monday. 
One couple asked for a 


waiver, but a judge denied the 
request. 

The couple, 22-year-old 
Tearese Bomar, and 27-year- 
old Shamera Page, both of 
Davenport, said on the waiver 
form that they had waited a 
long time to have their union 
recognized and didn’t want to 
wait any longer, Vargas said.

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Congressional Democrats seek quick pact an budget plan

WASHINGTON 
Congressional Democrats 
pushed to wrap up negotiations 
on a budget plan that would 
help President Barack 
Obama’s ambitious goal of 
overhauling the health care 
system. 

Negotiators from the House 
and Senate met Monday, and 
Senate Budget Committee 
Chairman Kent Conrad, D- 
N.D., confirmed details of a 
tentativepactreachedlastweek 
that would prevent Senate 
Republicans from delaying 
or blocking Obama’s plan to 
vastly expand government- 
subsidized health care. 

The $3.5 trillion plan for 
the budget year starting 
Oct. 1 embraces several of 
Obama’s key goals, including 
health care reform, funds for 
domestic programs and clean 
energy, and a tax increase for

legislation. 

Democrats and independent 
allies control 58 Senate seats. 
Democrats hope the House 
will adopt the budget on 
Tuesday and the Senate on 
Wednesday, which marks

need the option of expedited 
action in case the debate 
becomes overly partisan. 

“For this bipartisan process 
to take root, Republicans 
must demonstrate a sincere 
interest in legislating,” Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid, 
D-Nev., wrote in a letter 
Monday to GOP Leader Mitch 
McConnell of Kentucky. 
“Rather than just saying no, 
you must be willing to offer 
concrete and constructive 
proposals.”

Five lawmakers, others 
arrested at Darfur protest 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Eight U.S. activists protesting 
the expulsion of aid groups in Darfur have been arrested 
in front of the Sudanese Embassy in Washington. 
Humanitarian leaders and five U.S. lawmakers were 
led away from the embassy in handcuffs Monday after 
crossing a police line. 

The activists are urging world leaders to take a stand 
against Sudanese President Omar al-Bashir’s decision 
to expel 16 aid agencies from Darfur. 

Rep. Keith Ellison says it is wrong to deny aid to what 
he calls “the most vulnerable people on our planet.” 

The United Nations says up to 300,000 people have died 
in Darfur, where ethnic African rebel groups have been 
fighting the Arab-dominated national government for 
six years. 


individuals making more than 
$200,000 a year or couples 
making more than $250,000. 
But the plan would allow 
Obama’s signature $400 tax 
cut for most workers to expire 
at the end of next year. Even 
after squeezing the defense 
and war budgets to levels that 
are probably unrealistic, the 
plan would cause a deficit of 
$523 billion in five years. 

“I think this is a good budget,” 
Conrad said. But, he added, 
“Much more will have to 
be done to get us on a more 
sustainable course,” including 
slowing the growth of benefit 
programs like Medicare and 
overhauling the tax code. 

A drive by moderate House 
“Blue Dog” Democrats — 
with support from Obama—to 
require tax cuts and increases 
in federal benefit programs to 
be offset with higher taxes or 
spending cuts was snagging 
the talks most of the day on 
Monday. The House moderates 
were searching for ways to get 
a balky Senate to go along and 
enact such a “pay-as-you-go” 
requirement. 

Under such a pay-as-you-go 
law, the budget would be cut 
automatically if taxes or so- 


called mandatory spending 
programs are changed in 
ways that add to the deficit. 
The existing pay-as-you-go 
provision is simply a rule 
that has be waived on key 
occasions. 

The budget plan would patch 
the alternative minimum tax 
for three years to prevent more 
than 20 million taxpayers from 
getting socked with increases 
averaging $2,000 or so. The 
estate tax would be kept at 
current levels and allow for 
estates up to $7 million to be 
exempt from the tax with a 
45 percent rate applying to 
inheritances above that. 

It would cut Obama’s request 
of about $50 billion worth 
of increases for non-defense 
agency operating budgets by 
about $10 billion, lowering 
the increases from 10 percent 
on average to 8 percent. 

Under Capitol Hill’s arcane 
rules, the annual congressional 
budget produces an outline for 
follow-up tax and spending 
legislation. Most importantly, 
the measure would allow 
Obama’s health plan to pass 
the Senate by a simple maj ority 
instead of the 60 votes that 
are needed for plenty of other 


The fast-track rules also 
would apply to Obama’s plan 
to eliminate lender subsidies 
on banks and other lenders 
presently participating in 
the federal student loan 
program. Direct lending 
by the government would 
replace the program, with the 
savings dedicated to boosting 
Pell Grants for lower-income 
college students. 

While handing Obama a 
victory, there is still an 
extraordinary amount of work 
before Obama’s vision of 
health care reform becomes 
a reality, including raising 
taxes and cutting spending to 
generate $1 trillion or more 
over the next decade to fund 
the health care initiative. 

The budget plan also 
anticipates the expiration 
of former President George 
W. Bush’s tax cuts on 
wealthier people’s income 
and investments at the end 
of next year. But it ignores 
Obama’s calls for raising 
taxes to help pay for his health 
care initiative by reducing the 
benefits wealthier people take 
on itemized deductions like 
charitable gifts and mortgage 
interest.

NEW YORK (AP) — An 
airliner and supersonic fighter 
jet zoomed past the lower 
Manhattan skyline in a flash 
just as the work day was 
beginning Monday. Within 
minutes, startled financial 
workers streamed out of their 
offices, fearing a nightmarish 
replay of the Sept. 11 attacks 
in 2001. 

For a half-hour, the Boeing 
747 and F-16 jet circled the 
Statue of Liberty and the 
lower Manhattan skyline near 
the World Trade Center site. 
Offices evacuated. Dispatchers 
were inundated with calls. 
Witnesses thought the planes 
were flying dangerously low. 
But the flyover was nothing 
but a photo opportunity, 
apparently one of a series 
of flights to get pictures of 
the plane in front of national 
landmarks. 

It was carried out by the 
Defense Department with little 
warning, infuriating New York 
officials and putting the White 
House on the defense. Even 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
didn’t know about it, and he 
later called it “insensitive” to 
fly so near the site of the Sept. 
11, 2001, attacks. 

The director of the White 
House military office, Louis 
Caldera, took the blame a few 
hours later. One of the planes 
was a 747 that is called Air 
Force One when used by the 
president. 

“Last week, I approved a 
mission over New York. I 
take responsibility for that 
decision,” Caldera said. 
“While federal authorities 
took the proper steps to notify 
state and local authorities in 
New York and New Jersey, 
it’s clear that the mission 
created confusion and 
disruption. I apologize and 
take responsibility for any 
distress that flight caused.” 
When told of the flight, 
President Barack Obama 
was furious, a White House 
official said on the condition 
of anonymity to discuss 
private conversations. 


Still, federal officials 
provided few details and 
wouldn’t say why the public 
and area building security 
managers weren’t notified. 
They also wouldn’t address 
why someone thought it was a 
wise decision to send two jets 
into New York City, all for a 
few photos with the Statue of 
Liberty as a backdrop. 

An administration official said 
the purpose of the photo op 
was to update file photos of 
the president’s plane near the 
famous statue. 

This official said the White 
House military office 
told the Federal Aviation 
Administration that it 
periodically updates file photos 
of Air Force One near national 
landmarks, such as the statute 
in the New York harbor and the 
Grand Canyon. The official 
requested anonymity to give 
more details than the official 
White House announcement. 
An Air Force combat 
photographer took pictures 
from one of the fighter jets, 
administration officials said. 
The photo op was combined 


with a training exercise to 
save money, according to 
another administration official 
who also spoke on condition 
of anonymity because she 
was not authorized to speak 
publicly about the behind-the- 
scenes discussions about the 
flight. 

The FAA notified the New 
York Police Department of the 
flyover, telling them photos of 
the Air Force One jet would 
be taken about 1,500 feet 
above the Statue of Liberty 
around 10 a.m. Monday. It had 
a classified footnote that said 
“information in this document 
shall not be released to the 
public or the media.” 

“Why the Defense Department 
wanted to do a photo op right 
around the site of the World 
Trade Center catastrophe defies 
the imagination,” Bloomberg 
said. “Poor judgment would 
be a nice ways to phrase it. ... 
Had I known about it, I would 
have called them right away 
and asked them not to.” 

NYPD spokesman Paul 
Browne said typically a flight 
like this would be publicized 


to avoid causing a panic, but 
they were under orders not to 
in this case. They regularly 
get requests for flyovers, but 
without secrecy restrictions. 
The FAA also alerted an 
official in the mayor’s office, 
but he didn’t tell Bloomberg, 
who said he first learned 
about it when his “BlackBerry 
went off crazy with people 
complaining about it.” 


Workers in lower Manhattan 
were stunned by what they 
saw. 

John Leitner, a floor trader 
at the New York Mercantile 
Exchange Building, said 
about 1,000 people “went into 
a total panic” and ran out of 
the building around 10 a.m. 
after seeing the planes whiz 
nearby.

“We continue to believe that 
bin Laden is alive,” said the 
U.S. official, who declined 
to be named because he was 
not authorized to discuss the 
matter on the record. 

Reports of bin Laden’s death 
or of near-captures have 
punctuated his years on the 
run since the Sept. 11, 2001 
attacks, only to be seemingly 
debunked by periodic audio 
and video recordings. 

The latest recording emerged 
in March, in which bin Laden 
referred to the December- 
January Israeli offensive in 
the Gaza Strip, calling it a 
“holocaust,” and spoke of the 
January election of Somalia’s 
U.N.-backed president, calling 
for him to be overthrown. 


In an interview Monday with 
international media outlets, 
Pakistani President Asif 
Ali Zardari said American 
officials had told him they do 
not know where bin Laden is. 
“They are much more 
informed,” Zardari said. 
“They’ve been actually after 
him for a longer time. They’ve 
got more equipment. They’ve 
got more intelligence. ... so 
they tell us they have no trace 
at the moment.” 

Zardari added that his 
country’s intelligence agencies 
“obviously feel that he does 
not exist anymore,” but he 
didn’t explain how or when 
they reached that conclusion, 
and quickly qualified his 
comment by saying bin Laden 
“may be dead.” 

“That’s not confirmed. We 
can’t confirm that,” he said.

MITROVICA, Kosovo

in Kosovo’s tense north. 
Shots were also fired in the 
direction EU police officers. 
Monday’s incident follows 
a similar one Saturday at the 
same construction site in the 
ethnically divided town of 
Mitrovica. 

Serbs have conditioned the 
return of ethnic Albanians 


in northern Kosovo with 
the return of Serbs to the 
Albanian-run south. 

The beleaguered minority 
resists the deployment of 
EU’s rule of law mission 
because it was made possible 
under a plan that opened the 
way for Kosovo to declare 
independence from Serbia. 
Mitrovica is Kosovo’s ethnic

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Israel built, planned 9,000 homes on war-won land

RAMALLAH, West Bank (AP) 
— Israel’s previous government 
built or issued bids for some 
9,000 homes for Israelis in 
Jerusalem and the West Bank, 
despite its promise to pursue a 
peace deal with the Palestinians, 
settlement monitors said Monday, 
summarizing Ehud Olmert’s three 
years as prime minister. 

The Israeli watchdog groups 
Peace Now and Ir Amim urged 
President Barack Obama to step 
in quickly and pressure Israel’s 
new prime minister, Benjamin 
Netanyahu, to halt further 
settlement expansion, particularly 
in the areas of Jerusalem the 
Palestinians want for their future 
capital. 

“The more time the international 
community and the Obama 
administration will require to 
generate a political process, the 
more adamant they need to be to 
save Israel from itself, because 
we are losing the two-state 
solution,” said Daniel Seidemann 
of Ir Amim, a group that promotes 
coexistence in Jerusalem. 


Netanyahu supports continued 
construction in settlements, 
opposes a division of Jerusalem 
and has not accepted the notion 
of a Palestinian state. His 
positions could lead to growing 
friction with the international 
community, though he has said 
he is reviewing policy. 

Palestinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas insisted Monday 
that a settlement freeze is a 
prerequisite for resuming peace 
talks with Israel. Abbas’ year of 
negotiations with Olmert ended 
inconclusively. 

Abbas also rejected Israeli 
demands that Palestinians not 
only recognize the state of Israel 
— as Abbas and others have — 
but recognize Israel as a Jewish 
state. 

“Name yourself, it’s not my 
business,” he said. “All I know 
is that there is the state of Israel, 
in the borders of 1967, not 
one centimeter more, not one 
centimeter less. Anything else, I 
don’t accept.” 

Abbas’ comments drew an 
angry response from Israel. 
“This is more evidence that the 


Palestinians are not interested 
in true peace with Israel,” said 
Ofer Akunis, a lawmaker in 
Netanyahu’s Likud Party. 

Since capturing the West Bank 
and east Jerusalem in the 1967 
Mideast War, Israel has built 
homes for about 470,000 Israelis 
there, including some 190,000 
who moved to east Jerusalem. 
From January 2006 to January 
2009, roughly the period of the 
Olmert government, Israel built 
some 5,100 homes in West Bank 
settlements and issued bids for 
another 500 housing units there, 
said Hagit Ofran of Peace Now. 
Another 560 structures, including 
stone houses and mobile homes, 
were erected in dozens of 
unauthorized settlement outposts, 
Ofran said. 

In the Palestinian-claimed 
areas of Jerusalem, the Olmert 
government issued bids for 2,400 
homes for Israelis, she said. About 
one-third of the city’s 750,000 
residents are Palestinians. 

In the latest project for Israelis, 
construction has begun on 62 
apartments, in three buildings 


Watchdog warns arms 
transfers to Mideast rising

STOCKHOLM - The volume of weapons 

exported to the Middle East has risen sharply in 

the last four years, threatening to destabilize the 

volatile region further, a leading Swedish think 

tank warned Monday. 

The Stockholm International Peace Research 
Institute said arms exports to the Middle East 
increased 38 percent in the period 2004 to 
2008, compared with 1999 to 2003. The United 
States supplied most of the arms although major 
shipments also came from France. 

The United Arab Emirates was the biggest 
importer of weapons in the region — and the 
third biggest in the world, after China and India, 
SIPRI said in a report on global arms transfers. 
In the 2004-2008 period, the UAE bought 80 
F-16E combat aircraft from the U.S. and 50 
Mirage 2000-9 fighters from France, it said. 
“This is of course a big concern in a region 
where we see a lot of tension and full-out 
conflicts,” SIPRI researcher Pieter Wezeman 
told The Associated Press. 

He warned that growing arsenals in the Gulf 
could trigger a response from Iran and encourage 
it to pursue nuclear weapons. 

“When Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates increase their arsenals there is a risk 
that Iran will feel even more threatened and 
marginalized than it already is,” he said. “This 
should be very much taken into account when 
countries decide to supply these countries with 


weapons.” 

During the four-year period, the UAE accounted 
for 34 percent of the arms imports in the Middle 
East. Israel accounted for 22 percent and Egypt 
14 percent. Only 5 percent of the arms transfers 
to the region went to Iran, the report said. 

“Iran has not been able to, or not been willing, 
to procure the same volumes of weapons as its 
neighbors,” Wezeman said. “One has to wonder 
if its capability is not very limited, in fact.” 

The United States remained the world’s 
biggest exporter of arms in 2004-2008, with 
a 31 percent share of the global market, down 
from a 35 percent share in the previous four 
years. More than one-third of the U.S. exports 
went to the Middle East, including some 207 
combat aircraft and more than 5,000 guided 
bombs, SIPRI said. Russia’s share of the export 
market fell to 25 percent from 26 percent, while 
Germany increased its arms export during the 
period to 10 percent of the global market from 7 
percent previously. 

China remained the biggest importer of weapons, 
accounting for 11 percent of all imports between 
2004 and 2008, compared with 12 percent in the 
four years prior to that. 

In total, the volume of global arms transfers 
between 2004 and 2008 increased by 21 percent 
compared with the previous four years. 

SIPRI also said there are some signs of countries 
delaying or canceling purchases as a result of 
the global financial crisis, but added it is too 
early to confirm the trend.

LONDON (AP) — British 
Justice Secretary Jack Straw 
said Monday his country would 
consider taking Guantanamo 
Bay detainees if the United 
States asks for such help to 
close the detention facility. 
Before Straw met with U.S. 
Attorney General Eric Holder, 
reporters asked the two 
officials about the possibility 
of Britain taking some inmates 
from Guantanamo. 

“We will do our best to help 
and support the policy of the 
Obama administration to close 
Guantanamo Bay,” Straw said. 
“If we’re asked, of course 
we’ll consider” accepting 
detainees, he said. 

Holder said the U.S. had not 
yet made such a request. He 
said American officials are still 
determining how to handle the 
different groups of detainees 
before making requests of 
other countries. 

A day earlier, Holder said 
the U.S. was close to making 
decisions on what to do 
with an initial group of the 
remaining 240 detainees held 
at Guantanamo. First, though, 
Obama administration officials 
must reach an agreement on 
how many of those should be 
released, how many should 
be put on trial, and what to 
do with those who fall into 
neither category. 

The attorney general is visiting 


Europe this week to discuss 
Guantanamo and to try to boost 
international cooperation on 
terrorism, organized crime 
and cyber crime. 

He spent most of Monday in 
closed meetings with police 
and law enforcement officials, 
including those with MI5, 
Britain’s intelligence agency. 
Holder will head to Prague 
on Tuesday for a gathering 
of European justice officials 
to formalize extradition 
agreements designed to speed 
investigations that reach 
across borders and oceans. 
After that, Holder plans 
to travel to Berlin for 
meetings and a speech about 
Guantanamo. 

The Obama administration 
is edging toward bringing 
some Guantanamo prisoners 
to the U.S., most likely to 
Virginia. They are Chinese 
Muslims known as Uighurs, 
and their supporters say they 
never should have been at 
Guantanamo. 

Seventeen Uighurs are held at 
Guantanamo. In recent weeks, 
officials re-interviewed 

them in preparation for their 
eventual transfer. 

The Uighurs were captured 
in Pakistan and Afghanistan 
in 2001. Uighurs are from 
Xinjiang, an isolated region 
that borders Afghanistan, 
Pakistan and six Central Asian 
nations. They say they have 
been repressed by the Chinese 


government. China has said 
that insurgents are leading an 
Islamic separatist movement. 
Any country that takes them is 
likely to anger China. 

Republicans in Congress say 
Guantanamo should remain in 
operation and are mobilizing 
to fight the release of any 
detainees into the United 


States. 

Some European leaders argue 
that if the detainees are to be 
released anywhere, it should 
be in the United States. 

There are about 240 inmates 
at Guantanamo. As many as 
60, if freed, cannot go back 
to their homelands because 
they could face abuse, 


imprisonment or death. They 
are from Azerbaijan, Algeria, 
Afghanistan, Chad, China, 
Saudi Arabia and Yemen. 
Several European nations, 
including Portugal and 
Lithuania, have said they 
will consider taking such 
detainees. Some nations, such 
as Germany, are divided on 
the issue. 


Quake fare already-nervous

MEXICO CITY (AP) — A strong earthquake 

struck central Mexico on Monday, swaying 

tall buildings in the capital and sending 

office workers into the streets. 

The quake rattled nerves in a city already 
tense from a swine flu outbreak suspected of 
killing as many as 149 people nationwide. 
“I’m scared,” said Sarai Luna Pajas, a 22- 
year-old social services worker standing 
outside her office building moments after it 
hit. “We Mexicans are not used to living with 
so much fear, but all that is happening — the 
economic crisis, the illnesses and now this 
— it feels like the Apocalypse.” 

Co-worker Harold Gutierrez, 21, said the 
country was taking comfort from its religious 
faith, but he too was gripped by the sensation 
that the world might be coming to an end. 

“If it is, it is God’s plan,” Gutierrez said, 
speaking over a green mask he wore to ward 
off swine flu. 


The Interior Ministry said there were no 
reports of damages anywhere in the country. 
The quake had a magnitude of 5.6 and was 
centered near Chilpancingo, about 130 miles 
southwest of Mexico City or 50 miles from 
the resort of Acapulco, according to the U.S. 
Geological Survey. 

USGS earthquake analyst Don Blakeman 
said the quake was felt strongly in Mexico 
City because the epicenter was relatively 
shallow and the ground under the capital — 
which is built on a former lake bed — tends 
to intensify shock waves. 

“Distant quakes are often felt” strongly in 
the city, he said. 

The USGS revised the quake’s magnitude 
down from its preliminary estimate of 6.0, 
and said its depth was 30 miles. 

Tourists also streamed out of hotels in 
Acapulco and congregated on sidewalks and 
medians for several minutes. Local Civil 
Protection officer Silvia Rodriguez said 
there were no injuries.

WHO raises pandemic alert; 
Mexico deaths climb

MEXICO CITY (AP) 
— Ominous developments 
Monday in the swine flu 
epidemic — a jump to 149 
deaths and more signs that the 
virus can jump repeatedly from 
human to human — prompted 
the World Health Organization 
to raise its pandemic alert level, 
and governments around the 
world were taking tougher 
measures. 

The virus has already spread to 
at least a half-dozen countries 
and half of Mexico. Trying to 
eliminate crowds, the Mexican 
government canceled school 
nationwide and considered 
closing the capital’s subway 
system. Health Secretary Jose 
Angel Cordova said 20 deaths 
have been confirmed to be from 
swine flu and test results were 
pending on the others. 

“We are the most critical 
moment of the epidemic. The 
number of cases will keep 
rising so we have to reinforce 
preventive measures,” Cordova 
said at a news conference 
that was briefly shaken by an 
earthquake centered in southern 
Mexico. 

WHO said the new phase 4 
alert means sustained human- 
to-human transmission is 
causing outbreaks in at least one 
country, signaling a significant 
increase in the risk of a global 
epidemic, according to Mexico 
health department spokesman 
Carlos Olmos. Phase 4 doesn’t 
mean a pandemic is inevitable, 
but many experts think it may 
be impossible to contain a 
flu virus already spreading in 
several countries. 

Cordova said 1,995 people have 
been hospitalized with serious 
cases of pneumonia since mid- 
April, of whom 1,070 have 
been released. The government 
does not yet know how many 
were swine flu. 

Cordova also suggested an 
earlier timeline for documented 
swine flu cases inside Mexico. 
The first death confirmed 
by the government involved 
a woman who succumbed 
from swine flu on April 13 in 
southern Oaxaca state. But 
Cordova said tests now show 
that a 4-year-old boy contracted 


the disease at least two weeks 
earlier in neighboring Veracruz 
state, where a community has 
been protesting pollution from 
a large pig farm. 

The farm is run by Granjas 
Carroll de Mexico, a joint 
venture 50 percent owned 
by Virginia-based Smithfield 
Foods, Inc. Spokeswoman 
Keira Ullrich said the company 
has found no clinical signs or 
symptoms of the presence of 
swine influenza in its swine 
herd or its employees working 
at its joint ventures anywhere in 
Mexico. 

But local residents are convinced 
they were sickened by air and 
water contamination from pig 
waste. 

There was a widespread 
outbreak of a particularly 
powerful respiratory disease in 
the area early April, and some 
people reported being sick as 
early as February. Local health 
workers intervened in early 
April, sealing off the town of La 
Gloria and spraying to kill off 
flies they said were swarming 
through their homes. 

Cordova said the community 
was suffering from ordinary 
influenza — not swine flu. But 
only one sample was preserved 
— that of the boy. It was 


only after U.S. and Canadian 
epidemiologists discovered 
the true nature of the virus that 
Mexico submitted the sample 
for international testing, and 
discovered what he suffered 
from. 

The boy has since recovered and 
Cordova said there have been 
no new cases detected in the 
town, but epidemiologists want 
to take a closer look at pigs in 
Mexico as a potential source of 
the outbreak. 

Juan Lubroth, an animal health 
expert at the U.N. Food and 
Agriculture Organization 
in Rome, said a team of 
veterinarians was flying to 
Mexico. They will examine 
what surveillance systems are 
in place to detect swine flu, 
and review historical data on 
previous viruses identified in 
the country. Farmers will be 
interviewed. 

Lubroth said there have been no 
reports of sick or dying swine in 
Mexico, but warned that fears 
surrounding the outbreak could 
have a devastating effect on the 
pork industry. 

“Although the virus is reported 
to have a swine origin, it may 
have been several years ago, 
and it’s only now that it has 
shown up in humans as a clinical 


problem that is spreading,” he 
said. 

The Mexican government has 
yet to say where and how the 
epidemic began or give details 
on the victims. 

Cordova said the health 
department lacked the staff 
to visit the homes of all those 
suspected to have died from the 
disease. But he assured that the 
country had enough medicine to 
treat the ill. 

Meanwhile, Mexico suspended 
all schools nationwide until May 
6, extending an order already in 
place in Mexico City and five 
of the country’s 32 states, and 
urged people to stay home if 
they feel sick. 

Labor Secretary Javier Lozano 
Alarcon said employers should 
isolate anyone showing up for 
work with fever, cough, sore 
throat or other symptoms. And 
the Mexico City government 
was considering shutting down 
all public transportation if the 
death toll keeps rising. Mayor 
Marcelo Ebrard said surgical 
masks were being distributed 
at subway and bus stops across 
the city. 

The disease has hit hardest in the 
capital, but life was disrupted 
from Tijuana to Acapulco, a 
lucrative Pacific resort town 


where night clubs and bars 
were ordered closed until 
further notice. Acapulco Mayor 
Manuel Anorve Banos said 
he was worried about tourists 
from Mexico City spreading 
the disease. 

Some city dwellers headed to 
the beach, taking advantage of 
the closed schools. But those 
who live day-to-day worried 
about making ends meet if the 
city completely shuts down. 
“We’re going to have to stop 
working,” said Raul Alvarez 
Torres, who relies on the 
subway to get from his gritty 
suburb to his shoe shining 
stand in an upscale Mexico 
city neighborhood each day. 
“If people have no transport, 
getting around is impossible.” 
Even as Mexican officials urged 
those with flu symptoms to seek 
medical help, some complained 
of being turned away. 

In Toluca, a city west of the 
capital, one family said health 
authorities refused to treat 
a relative Sunday who had 
full-blown flu symptoms and 
could barely stand. The man, 
31-year-old truck driver Elias 
Camacho, was even ordered out 
of a government ambulance, 
his father-in-law told The 
Associated Press. 

Paramedics complained that 
Camacho — who had a fever, 
was coughing and had body 
aches — was contagious, Jorge 
Martinez Cruz said. 

Family members took him by 
taxi to a public hospital, but a 
doctor there denied Camacho 
was sick and told the trio to 
leave, Martinez said. 

“The government told us that 
if we have these symptoms, 
we should go to these places, 
but look how they treat us,” 
Martinez said. Camacho was 
finally admitted to the hospital 
— and placed in an area marked 
“restricted” — after a doctor at 
a private clinic notified state 
health authorities, Martinez 
said. 

Jose Isaac Cepeda, who has had 
fever, diarrhea and joint pains 
since Friday, said he was turned 
away from two hospitals — the 
first because he isn’t registered 
in the public health system, and 
the second “because they say 
they’re too busy.” 









Big wreck mars Keselowski’s victory at Talladega

TALLADEGA, Ala. - Carl 
Edwards’ battered car soared 
15-feet off the ground, scraping 
along the safety fence, then 
bouncing back onto the track in 
flames. Wreckage from the last- 
lap accident spewed into the 
stands, sending two fans to the 
hospital in the aftermath of yet 
another “Big One” at Talladega 
Superspeedway. 

A scary ending to another crash- 
marred restrictor plate race, 
which won’t be remembered for 
unheralded Brad Keselowski’s 
last-lap pass for his first Sprint 
Cup Series victory. Instead, the 
lasting images will be Edwards 
airborne, his upside-down car

FLORHAM PARK, New Jersey (AP) 
— The New York Jets, in the market 
for a wide receiver, called Plaxico 
Burress’ agent before the NFL draft 
to look into the former Giants star’s 
legal troubles. 

Burress was released by the Giants on 
April 3, just over four months after 
the Super Bowl hero accidentally 
shot himself in the thigh with an 
unlicensed gun in a New York City 
nightclub. 

Burress, 31, faces more than three 
years in prison if convicted on a 
felony weapons charge. He’s due 
back in court on June 15. 

Jets general manager Mike 
Tannenbaum said that “consistent with 
our normal approach of performing 
our due diligence, we contacted Drew 
Rosenhaus several days ago, prior to 
the draft, to inquire about Plaxico’s 
pending legal situation.” 

Tannenbaum added that the Jets 
haven’t spoken with Rosenhaus about 
Burress since. 

Rosenhaus didn’t immediately 
respond to a voice mail and e-mail 
left for him by The Associated Press 
seeking comment. 

ESPN first reported Sunday that the 
Jets had talks about the possibility of 


signing Burress. 

One of New York’s biggest holes 
entering the draft was at wide receiver, 
where Jerricho Cotchery is the only 
proven veteran after the Jets allowed 
Laveranues Coles to become a free 
agent. They didn’t address the position 
over the weekend, instead trading up 
Saturday to take quarterback Mark 
Sanchez with the fifth overall pick 
and again moving up to take running 
back Shonn Greene with the first 
selection of the third round Sunday. 
They took offensive lineman Matt 
Slauson in the sixth round with their 
only other pick. 

Burress would give the Jets an 
experienced player with much 
needed height — he’s 6-foot-5 — at 
the position, but he certainly would 
come with lots of baggage. Burress 
was suspended by the Giants for the 
final four weeks of last season for 
conduct detrimental to the team and 
fined after the shooting. He also faces 
possible NFL sanctions for violating 
its personal conduct policy. 

He has 505 career receptions for 
7,845 yards and 55 touchdowns in 
nine seasons with the Giants and 
Pittsburgh Steelers.

coming eerily close to flying 
into the grandstands. 

The frontstretch safety fence 
bowed upon impact, but held, 
and seven fans were injured 
from the flying debris. An 
eighth seated in that section 
of the grandstands was treated 
for an undisclosed medical 
condition. 

Edwards, who climbed from the 
fiery wreckage and crossed the 
finish line on foot, was thankful 
it wasn’t worse. 

“I don’t know if I could live 
with myself if I ended up in the 
grandstands,” Edwards said. 

Dr. Bobby Lewis, Talladega’s 
onsite physician, said two 
people in the crowd were 
airlifted from the track to avoid 
the heavy traffic. One woman 
had a possible broken jaw, 
and none of the injuries were 
considered life-threatening. 
Edwards said he hoped the 
near-miss caught the attention 
of NASCAR, which sets the 
rules used in Sunday’s race. 
“We’ll race like this until 
we kill somebody,” Edwards 
said, “then (NASCAR) will 
change it.” The dangerous but 
dramatic restrictor-plate racing 
came under fire after Edwards’ 
attempt to block Keselowski’s 
winning pass triggered the last 
of several frightening accidents 
at one of the sport’s most 
exciting tracks. 

Keselowski pushed Edwards 
past Ryan Newman and Dale 
Earnhardt Jr. into the lead on 
the final lap, and the 25-year- 
old Earnhardt protege peeked 
around Edwards as they closed 
on the finish line. Edwards 
ducked low to block the pass, 
but Keselowski was too close 
and couldn’t avoid contact that 
sent Edwards into a spin up the 
track and into Newman’s path. 
Edwards’ car flew over the top 
of Newman’s hood, then shot 
into the frontstretch fence. 
NASCAR spokesman Jim 
Hunter said the sanctioning 
body will analyze the accident, 
as well as the safety fence, to 
determine if anything can be 
improved.

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Celtics hope crucial Game 5 goes their way again

WALTHAM, Massachusetts 
(AP) — The Boston Celtics 
are back home where they won 
three Game 5 s on their way to 
the NBA championship last 
season. 

They want to do it again 
Tuesday night or risk being a 
stunning first-round playoff 
casualty two days later in the 
noisy building of the young 
Chicago Bulls. 

“I don’t look back on last 
year,” Ray Allen said Monday. 
“I just know what the task is 
at hand right now and that’s to 
beat the team that I feel we’ve 
given confidence to early in 
games that we’ve lost.” 

The Bulls’ two victories 


required extra effort. They 
won the opener 105-103 in one 
overtime and Game 4 in two 
overtimes on Sunday, 121-118. 
Ben Gordon’s 3-point shot 
with 4.5 seconds left sent that 
game into a second overtime, 
a gutty performance after he 
had strained his left hamstring 
in the second quarter. 

An MRI Monday confirmed 
the diagnosis and Gordon was 
listed as day-to-day, though he 
said Sunday he thought he’d 
play. 

Poor defense and missed shots 
by the Celtics earlier in those 
losses set the stage for the 
dramatic finishes. 

The Celtics remain “as 
confident as always,” Allen 
said, but “we have a tendency 
... to talk about what happened 


at the end of the game, but the 
tape shows you what happens 
consistently throughout the 
game and why you ultimately 
end up in the predicament that 
you end up in.” 

Last year Boston was tied 2- 
2 in its series with Atlanta, 
Cleveland and Detroit, going 
on to beat the Hawks and 
Cavaliers in seven games and 
the Pistons in six. They won 
the NBA title in six games 
over the Los Angeles Lakers. 
But that team had Kevin 
Garnett, Leon Powe, James 
Posey and P.J. Brown as part 
of a defensively intimidating 
frontcourt. In these playoffs 
Garnett and Powe are sidelined 
with knee injuries, Posey is 
with the New Orleans Hornets 
and Brown is retired. 

“We’re short-handed and 
we’re trying to work our way 
through that,” Boston coach 
Doc Rivers said. 

The problem was compounded 
Sunday when starting center 
Kendrick Perkins and reserve 
forward Brian Scalabrine 
fouled out. 

Rivers said he won’t allow 
his players to complain about 
fouls. Then he did that himself 
while dropping a hint for 
Tuesday night’s officials. 


“I’ve got to say this about 
Perk. Clearly, every game 
he’s being targeted for these 
moving screens,” Rivers said. 
“He gets them called every 
game and, watching that tape 
(Sunday) night, there were 
two (fouls) that he did move 
in the direction but there was 
zero contact. 

“Brad Miller, on the other 
hand, is flying around. He’s 
laying guys out on screens and 
didn’t get one of those called,” 
Rivers said of Chicago’s 
backup center. “That bothers 
you.” After a grueling fourth 
game — seven of the 10 
starters played at least 45 
minutes — neither team 
practiced Monday. 

But with three very close 
games and only one blowout 
— a 107-86 thrashing by the 
Celtics in Game 3 — both 
teams already know plenty 
about each other. 

“Ray Allen gets (his shot) 
up so quick, it’s tough,” said 
Kirk Hinrich, who came off 
the bench to play 43 minutes 
Sunday. “(Raj on) Rondo is 
constantly getting in the paint, 
and Paul Pierce is one of the 
best scorers in the league. 

“It’s tough, but they definitely 
do a good job of screening. 


In the playoffs, you get away 
with a little more with the 
screens. You just have to be 
tough enough to get through it 
and still be able to challenge 
shots.” 

Rivers is more concerned 
about the Celtics’ defense. He 
felt they switched off the men 
they were guarding too often 
Sunday — “we can’t make 
up our own defenses on the 
fly,” Rivers said. And they 
didn’t foul when it would have 
helped, like when Gordon 
hit his tying 3-pointer over 
Pierce. 

“I think the play threw them 
off,” Gordon said. “They 
really didn’t know what to 
do. Paul got out to me pretty 
well because I couldn’t catch 
and shoot like I wanted to, but 
I managed to get a good shot 
off.” 

Now the Celtics will be playing 
before friendly fans. They feel 
they’re in good enough shape 
to recover from Sunday’s tiring 
effort. They know they’re just 
two overtime losses from 
having swept the best-of- 
seven series and resting for the 
second round. 

And now that they’re home, 
they hope more calls will go 
in their favor. 


Former Louisville boxing 
champion Greg Page dies 


LOUISVILLE, Kentucky 
(AP) — Greg Page, a former 
heavyweight boxing champion 
who suffered a severe brain 
injury in a 2001 fight, has died 
at his Louisville home. He was 
50. 

His wife, Patricia Page, said 
she found the one-time World 
Boxing Association champion 
in his bed Monday morning. 
Patricia Page said he died 
of complications related to 
injuries he suffered in the 
fight. 
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Page told The Associated Press her husband “is in a better place 
now.” The March 9, 2001, fight left Page in a coma for nearly 
a week. He then had a stroke during post-fight surgery. He was 
paralyzed on his left side and received intensive physical therapy. 
Page won a $1.2 million settlement in 2007 with Kentucky boxing 
officials over the lack of medical personnel at the fight. Boxing 
officials also agreed to establish a medical review panel for the 
Kentucky Boxing and Wrestling Authority to check the health 
conditions of people involved in the sport who may be at risk for 
injury. 

Page started fighting while growing up in Louisville and was 
sparring with Muhammad Ali by the time he was 15. He became 
the National Golden Gloves heavyweight champion in 1978 at age 
20 . 

He turned to professional boxing and lost his first shot at the 
WBA heavyweight championship in 1984 to Tim Witherspoon. In 
December of that year, Page knocked out Gerrie Coetzee in the 
eighth round of their bout in South Africa to claim the title, but lost 
on points to Tony Tubbs five months later. 

Page continued boxing through 1993, then took two years off after 
being knocked out by Bmce Seldon. He started again in 1996. 
Page was 42 and had a 58-16-1 career record going into the $1,500 
fight against Dale Crowe at Peels Palace in Erlanger, Kentucky, 
near Cincinnati. Crowe was 24 and an up-and-coming boxer. Page 
went down after 10 rounds and didn’t get up. 

Patricia Page said Monday that funeral arrangements were 
pending.

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Injury knocks Quality Road 
out of Kentucky Derby

LOUISVILLE, Ky. - The 
trainer in Jimmy Jerkens 
thought maybe, just maybe, 
Quality Road could compete 
in the Kentucky Derby even 
with a quarter crack injury that 
has slowed down his training 
the last two weeks. 

The horseman in Jerkens, 
however, knew otherwise. 
Jerkens scratched the Florida 
Derby winner Monday after 
the 3-year-old colt missed 
a workout at Belmont Park, 
knocking one of the favorites 
out of Saturday’s Run for the 
Roses and further muddying 
an already cloudy Derby 
picture. 

“We couldn’t train him so we 
decided we couldn’t run him,” 
Jerkens said. “He just isn’t 
sound enough.” 


While Jerkens doesn’t doubt 
the quarter crack could be 
manageable by Saturday 
afternoon, he didn’t want to 
force the issue and thought a 
two-week layoff from serious 
work would be too much to 
ask. Quality Road’s last breeze 
was April 17 before the injury 
was discovered. 

“You’re just kidding yourself 
if you think you can go out 
there and run in the biggest 
race in the world and haven’t 
trained,” Jerkens said. “It’s 
a shame because he’s so 
talented.” 

Quality Road developed a 
quarter crack on his right front 
foot last week, and Jerkens 
kept him under wraps while 
he recuperated. The horse 
was patched up over the 
weekend and galloped Sunday 
on Belmont’s training track. 


While Quality Road appeared 
to be fine, Jerkens became 
concerned after finding a spot 
of blood on the newly patched 
crack. 

On Monday morning, Jerkens 
noticed the colt’s foot was sore 
and that he was favoring it. 

It was all Jerkens had to see. 
The son of Hall of Fame trainer 
Allen Jerkens was looking to 
send out his first Derby starter 
but instead will likely point 
Quality Road to the Preakness 
or the Belmont. 

“It’s devastating,” Jerkens 
said. “He’s really sensitive 
on the quarter. I don’t know 
if you’d ever get a horse into 
the Derby (again) with his 
credentials. We’ll re-patch it 
but we can’t do it until all the 
soreness is out of it.” 

Quality Road has won 3-of-4 
starts, including the Fountain

“If there were something 
that we felt we could do 
today to make it safer, it 
would be done,” Hunter 
said. “This is a fast race 
track. It’s wide. I saw guys 
racing five-abreast today, 
which I have never seen. 
We know the cars are safer 
than they’ve ever been.” 
Restrictor plates are used 
at Daytona and Talladega 
to combat the high speeds 
at NASCAR’s two fastest 
tracks. The plates typically 
keep the field bunched 
tightly together, and one 
wrong move by a driver can 
cause a massive accident. 
There were three bad ones 
Sunday: a 13-car accident 
on Lap 7, a 10-car accident 
with nine laps to go, and 
Edwards’ flight to the finish. 
A day earlier, Matt Kenseth 
was uninjured in a fiery 
roll during the Nationwide 
Series race. 


“Talladega is short for 6 We’re 
going to crash, we just don’t 
know when,”’ said Newman, 
the third-place finisher. 
“We saw (an airborne car) 
two times this weekend, so 
maybe we need to look at 
things that keep the car down 
on the ground.” 

Earnhardt Jr., a five-time 
Talladega winner and seven¬ 
time winner of restrictor- 
plate races, finished second 
but echoed concerns about 
the racing style. Drivers 
dread it because so much 
is out of their control, but 
Earnhardt said it’s loved by 


fans because of the danger. 
“For years, we’ve had wrecks 
like this every time we’ve 
come to Talladega. Ever since 
the plate got here. And for 
years it was celebrated,” he 
said. “The media celebrated 
it, the networks celebrated it, 
calling it ‘The Big One,’just 
trying to attract attention. 

“So there’s a responsibility 
with the media and the 
networks and the sanctioning 
body itself to come to their 
senses a little bit.” 

None of the drivers involved 
in any of the accidents was 
injured.

of Youth Stakes and the 
Florida Derby, where he beat 
another top Derby contender 
in Dunkirk. 

Dunkirk is all set to go for 
the Derby, one of three horses 
Eclipse Award-winning trainer 
Todd Pletcher suddenly finds 
himself saddling Saturday. 
Quality Road’s scratch 
bumped Join in the Dance 
— the third-place finisher 
in the Blue Grass Stakes on 
April 11 — into the 20-horse 
Derby field and gives Pletcher 
another shot at reaching the 
infield winner’s circle at 
Churchill Downs. 

Pletcher is 0-for-21 in the first 
jewel of the Triple Crown and 
Dunkirk figured to be his only 
shot this year. 

Now he’s got three horses in 
the Derby after Advice stunned 
Square Eddie in the Lexington 
on April 17. 

Join in the Dance looked ready 
for the biggest race of the year 
on Monday, putting together a 
solid five furlong workout in 
1:00.20 under Hall of Fame 
jockey Angel Cordero Jr. 

“He’s an enthusiastic work 
horse, so it was good to see 
him settle and work well 
today,” Pletcher said. “He 
should be ready now.” 

Even if Join in the Dance will 
be a bit of a long shot. 

The surer bets — if there 
are any to be made in one of 
the most wide-open fields in 
recent memory — will likely 
be on Pioneerof the Nile and I 
Want Revenge. 

Both of those horses, however, 


still have plenty of questions. 
Pioneerof the Nile has never 
run on dirt, and I Want 
Revenge looked outclassed 
in California earlier this year 
before finding his footing in 
New York while winning the 
Gotham Stakes and the Wood 
Memorial. 

The horse is co-owned by 
IEAH Stables, owners of last 
year’s Derby and Preakness 
winner Big Brown. 

Michael Iavarone, who 
purchased a share of I Want 
Revenge after he won the 
Gotham last month, hardly 
seems troubled about the 
prospect of saddling a Derby 
favorite for the second straight 
year. 

While Iavarone and trainer 
Rick Dutrow Jr. opted to put 
Big Brown on the far outside 
post to give him a clean trip, 
Iavarone doesn’t think his 
newest star is going to need 
it. 

“He can win on any surface 
from anywhere,” Iavarone 
said. 

Quality Road’s foot problems 
aren’t lost on Iavarone. A 
quarter crack discovered 
before last year’s Belmont 
Stakes affected Big Brown’s 
training and may have led 
to his mystifying last-place 
finish. 

“They can be very painful, 
and certainly it altered the 
way we tried to get him 
ready,” Iavarone said. “Those 
things are part of the game but 
you want to make sure you do 
right by your horse.”

Peru otorga asilo a tider 
opositorvenezolano 

LIMA (Reuters) - Pern informo el lunes que otorgo por 
razones humanitarias asilo al lider opositor venezolano 
Manuel Rosales, quien afirma ser un perseguido politico 
del Gobiemo de Hugo Chavez y enfrenta una orden de 
captura por cargos de corrupcion. 

El canciller peruano, Jose Antonio Garcia Belaunde, al 
hacer el anuncio, dijo ademas que la decision del Gobierno 
del Pern no deberia alterar las relaciones bilaterales de 
“dos paises hermanos”. 

Rosales, alcalde de la importante ciudad occidental de 
Maracaibo y contendor de Chavez en las elecciones 
presidenciales del 2006, llego a Lima hace unas semanas 
junto a tres de sus hijos y el martes 21 de abril solicito 
asilo a Pern alegando persecucion politica en su pais. 
“Despues de examinar el expediente y entrevistarse con 
el senor Rosales hemos decidido que habia un caso por 
otorgar asilo por razones humanitarias”, dijo a periodistas 
Garcia Belaunde, luego de acudir a una sesion en la 
comision de Relaciones Exteriores del Congreso. Rosales 
no es el unico politico venezolano que ha logrado refugio 
en Pern. Segun la cancilleria, otros tres dirigentes han 
recibido asilo en los ultimos anos, entre ellos Carlos 
Ortega, uno de los promotores de una huelga organizada 
para buscar la renuncia de Chavez a fines del 2002. 


Sismo de magnitud 5.6 sacude Mexico 


MEXICO DF (Reuters) - Un sismo de 
magnitud 5.6 sacudio el lunes a una amplia 
zona del centro y costa Pacifico de Mexico, 
causando danos leves y preocupacion en una 
poblacion ya alarmada por la mortal epidemia 
de influenza porcina que se extiende por el 
pais. 

Las autoridades informaron que una mujer 
de 67 anos de edad murio debido a un infarto 
cardiaco en la localidad de Plan de Ayutla, 
en el estado occidental de Guerrero, donde 
el temblor se percibio con mas fuerza.

MEXICO (AP) - La cifra de muertes 
posiblemente vinculadas al vims de influenza 
porcina se elevo el lunes a 149 en Mexico, 
lo cual llevo a la Organizacion Mundial de 
la Salud (OMS) a subir su nivel de alerta 
frente al aumento sustancial de riesgo de una 
pandemia.
